This is 
caused by the floods at Calgary having 
swept away the railway bridges. There 
are condicting reports as to the number of 
bridges carried away but an official report 
on Thursday stated that the traffic and the 
C. & E. railway bridge were the two demol- 
ished. The Red Deer bridge is not down 
and the water there has dropped six feet. 
No damage was done, the reports say. 


S. Brierty, from far away Hawaii, is 
registered at the Jasper. Mr. Brierly has 
been a resident of the Islands for sixteen 
years, but decided to strike for some coun- 
try less thickly*populated. The Islands of 
Hawaii, Mr. Brierly says, are wonderfully 
rich as agricultural land, the principal pro- 
ducts being rice and sugar and of the latter 
an enormouse quantity is grown, the amount 
raised,in?comparison with the land cultivat- 
ed, surpassing the growth of any other 
sugar producing country. In Jamacia and 
the Southern States the average quantity 
of sugar per acre is five to six tons, but the 
crops of the Hawaiian Island often reacae 
eleven tons peracre. All plantations and 
unsettled lands are, however, in the hands 
of vich companies and capitalists and the 
Islands offer no opening for a man without 
large capital. Hawaiihas one of the best paid, 
though" smallest, armies in the world, .the 
privates are paid $40 a morth and supplied 
with food and clothing. Mr. Brierly in- 
tends making his future home in the Ed- 
monton district, with the appearance of 
which he is very favorably impressed. 


On Friday the water in the river here 
commenced to rise to an unusual height and 
continued to swell all day.

The government has 
been satisfied by Jasper avenue as a 
substitute forthe main trail, but the 
town is not. 

lf this town has not the intention to 
open this so-called, trail throughout 
its course within the town limits forth- 
with then, what was the reason for 
this lawsuit other than malice ? 

And if they have the intention, 
where is the benefit to come to the 
public of baving this trail. Is it the 
continuation of pernacious lawsuits in 
relation to it; is it the expensive effort 
to establish and fasten the old course 
of an old cattle path or is it the desire 
of the corporation to make an exhibi- 
tion of the graceful windings of the 
typical old Red River cart trail! 

The beginning of this communication 
shows the justification of a citizen to 
have his doubts as to the natural and 
strict business procedure of our town 
representation, and however Jament- 
able the fact, that the citizens of this 
town have to guard against their sup 
posed protection, it is a fact.
